Where he lies is stUI regarded! by the 
Noufouforuriat* with a feeling which 
seem# scarcely in harmony with the 
Mwn spirit <»f thalar A0g| Mmo 
Puritan* are said to have bagged with 
their dying breath that their coffin* 
might lie placed a* near aa poaaible to 
the coffin of the author of the 'Pilgrim's 
Progreso.'" 

Just before Bniiynn's death he had 
come up from bia home In Bedford.to do 
a kind**** for a friend In Ixmdoo. ami 
thm, taking a sudden chill, be waa seia 
vd with bis last Ulness although 

their great preacher could got be brought

The Boston conre*|mndeut remark* 
that the “Pilgrim's I , n»fnai H is a book 
With which every Othoolbo/ is NUM^Mcd 
to be familiar, but which few of his ac¬ 
quaints nces have so much aa glanced 
at.
